Japanese reference AG discloses an optical transmitter which uses a Mach-Zehnder optical modulator and eliminates the use of a 
capacitor between the optical modulator and a driving circuit by applying a bias voltage to a bias electrode. 

Japanese reference AH (which corresponds to Japanese reference Al) discloses a control system of a Mach-Zehnder optical 
modulator, which stabilizes the light signal from the optical modulator and prevents deterioration of the extinction ration by holding 
an optimum operation point.
